J. reprefents the Art and Grandure of the Aauaduilus 

Akxandrmm, whijh taking name from Sever us the Emperor, 

as Spaniamts allures, runs obliquely for a good Foundation, 

yet loftily,in molt places upon an Arc LXX- foot high,through 

Procoio di Pantano between the Via Labicana and Pr<ene/t wa,ha.rd by 
the noble Sepulcher of the faid Emperor and his Mother,unto 
the Vineyard oj the Cmthujiam in the Citj 3 at 1 4 miles diltance from 
its Fountain. The Dutt or Specus is r \ foot broad, 4I high, 
and thick in the lides z\, admitting in divers places an aperture 
or Breath-hole made of Tophus z\ foot fquare : and is fuftein'd 
by fquare Piles of Brick, 8 foot thic< , well cemented 
and inwardly polifht; and cover'd with an Arc of the fame 
matter 1 z foot over. 

2 The fecond Diflertation, which treats of A^ua Mania and 
Clamlta, is opportunely prefac't with the meafure of the Old 
Roman Foot : which this Learned Italian afferts to be the Pes 
Ca;:iroli»m, that l. Pectus procur'd, more than an hundred years 
fince, to be expreft on a marble Table in the Capitol, toge- 
ther with the Roman Palm of nine inches, and the Canna Ar- 
tbhcjlomca of ten Palms', and the Decemfda or Rod of ten Foot, 

Our Author comparing the two Iaft together, found the Mo-

as L Hoist emus eltimates in his Difcourfe De miliar h Aurec, mi- 

ftaking the modern Roman Palm for JUil \ of the Antiaue Roman 
Foot. Much lefs will 6 to, Canna of the Later Surveior s extend 
to the length of an old Roman mde, as '>• Rat m computed. But 
the meafure of the Pes Capuolinus on the marb c Table fore- 
mention'd, (and not the Print of it p. 88 ■/.. Phi demenfur*, 
toofcanty by \ of an inch, ) is furficiently confirmed by three 
jointed Braf-Feet found in different places, and by feveral Bricks, 
carrying one Foot in length, and an half in bredth, taken up 
from the Ruins in fr'ta Ojltenfi and in divers other places.

Wherefore this Capitol Foot ought to be prefef*& unto the 
rude Draughts on the Monuments of the ancitnt Ahhlttttt, M. 
cst:butim, T. Statilms, and ( ». Coffuttm ; which laft is taken for 
the very Roman Foot by the honor of ourNati6n Dr. John 
Greaves. Yet this, as Well as the Statilian, falls fhort of the 
Capitol-Foot by near « part of an inch, whereas the <s£butian is 
about as much too large- Moreover the Villalpandine Module^ 
argued lool'ely and inverlly from the Content of the Viflafian. 
Q,ngim t exceeds by 5 of an Inch the Captiolinc or True Roman 
Foot : for to this do precifely agree, fays our wife and experi- 
enced Author, the numerous Patterns and Remains or' an- 
cient Architecture, that are daily dug up about the City.
